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John  Williams  was  named  nineteenth  Conductor  of  the 
Boston  Pops  in  January,  1980.  He  was  bom  in  New 
York  and  moved  to  Los  Angeles  with  his  family  in  1948 . 
There  he  attended  UCLA  and  studied  composition 
privately  with  Mario  Castelnuovo-Tedesco.  After 
service  in  the  Air  Force,  Williams  returned  to  New 
York  to  attend  the  Juilliard  School,  where  he  studied 
piano  with  Madame  Rosina  Lhevinne.  While  in  New 
York,  he  also  worked  as  a  jazz  pianist,  both  in  clubs 
and  on  recordings.  Again,  Williams  moved  to  Los 
Angeles  and  began  his  career  in  the  film  studios, 
working  with  such  composers  as  Bernard  Herrmann, 
Alfred  Newman,  and  Franz  Waxman.  He  went  on  to 
write  music  for  many  television  programs  in  the 
1960s,  winning  two  Emmys  for  Ms  work,  and  he  has 
since  become  the  most  sought-after  composer  of  film 
music  in  the  world 

Williams  has  composed  the  music  and  served  as 
music  director  for  over  sixty  films,  including  Goodbye, 
Mr.  Chips;  The  Poseidon 
Adventure,  Jam,  Star  Wars, 

Close  Encounters  of  the  Third 
Kind,  Supemian,  The  Empire 
Strikes  Back,  Raiders  of  the 
Lost  Ark,  E.  T.  (the  Extra- 
Terrestrial)  and,  most  recently, 

Return  of  the  Jedi  the  third 
installment  of  the  Star  Wars 
saga,  to  be  released  this  spring. 

He  has  received  eighteen 
Academy  Award  nominations 
and  has  been  awarded  four 
Oscars  and  fourteen 
Grammies,  as  well  as  several 
gold  and  platinum  records. 

His  most  recent  Oscar  was 
awarded  tMs  year  for  Best 
Original  Score  for  a  Motion 
Picture,  for  is.  T. 


In  addition  to  his  film  music,  Williams  has  written 
many  concert  pieces,  including  two  symphonies,  and  a 
flute  concerto  and  violin  concerto  recently  recorded  by 
the  London  Symphony  Orchestra  His  Jubilee  350 
Fanfare  heralded  the  350th  birthday  of  the  City  of 
Boston  in  September,  1980,  and  he  opened  the  current 
Pops  season  with  the  Esplanade  Overture  written 
especially  for  the  Boston  Pops. 

The  soundtrack  album  to  Star  Wars  has  sold  over 
four  million  copies,  more  than  any  non-pop  album  in 
recording  Mstory.  Williams  is  also  the  first  composer 
ever  to  have  written  the  scores  for  a  combination  of  films 
wMch  have  grossed  over  one  billion  dollars.  Many  ofhis 
film  scores  have  been  recorded,  andhis  Mghly  acclaimed 
albums  with  the  Boston  Pops  include  Pops  in  Space, 
That's  Entertainment  (Pops  on  Broadway),  Pops  on 
the  March,  Pops  Around  the  World(Digital  Overtures), 
and  Aisle  Seat. 

Since  his  appointment  as  Pops  Conductor,  Williams 

has  led  the  Pops  in  New  York, 
CMcago,  Los  Angeles,  Detroit, 
and  many  other  American 
cities.  In  addition,  he  has 
appeared  as  guest  conductor 
with  the  major  orchestras  of 
London,  Pittsburgh,  Dallas, 
Toronto,  and  Los  Angeles.  In 
the  past  few  years,  Williams 
has  received  several  honorary 
degrees  from  American  col¬ 
leges  and  universities  includ¬ 
ing  Boston  Conservatory  of 
Music,  Berklee  College  of 
Music  in  Boston,  Northeastern 
University,  and  the  University 
of  South  Carolina  at 
Columbia. 


HARRY  ELLIS  DICKSON 


Somerville  dedicated  the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Center 
of  Fine  Arts  and  Humanities  in  its  new  Winter  Hill 
Community  School. 

An  ardent  collector  of  anecdotes  about  music  and 
musicians,  Mr.  Dickson  has  incorporated  many  of 
them  into  his  book,  Gentlemen,  More  Dolce  Please!, 
an  entertaining  view  of  music  behind  the  scenes.  His 
latest  book,  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Boston  Pops,  was 
published  last  year  and  is  a  candid  reminiscence  about 
Mr.  Dickson’s  longtime  friend  and  associate,  the  late 
Arthur  Fiedler.  In  addition,  Mr.  Dickson  has  furthered 
the  part-time  conducting  career  of  his  close  friend 
Danny  Kaye,  with  whom  he  has  traveled  to  many 
countries  of  the  world  as  musical  mentor. 

Mr.  Dickson’s  association  with  the  Boston  Pops 
dates  from  1938 ;  he  became  assistant  conductor  of  that 
orchestra  in  1958.  With  Mr.  Dickson  as  Artistic 
Director,  the  current  series  of  Boston  Symphony  Youth 
Concerts  were  instituted  in  1959.  For  his  work  as  the 

director  and  conductor  of  those 
concerts,  he  has  been  described 
as  “  that  rare  soul,  an  adult  who 
remembers  what  it  was  like  to 
be  young,  who  loves  young 
people  and  understands  them, 
and  who  wishes  to  share  with 
them  that  magic  kingdom  of 
the  mind  where  music  is  the 
key.” 


Harry  Ellis  Dickson  was  named  Associate  Conductor 
of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  in  January  of 1980.  He  is 
also  founder,  Artistic  Director,  and  Conductor  of  the 
Boston  Symphony  Youth  Concerts,  as  well  as  a 
member  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra’s  first 
violin  section. 

Bom  in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Dickson  is 
a  graduate  of  Somerville  High  School  and  the  New 
England  Conservatory  of  Music.  He  studied  violin  for 
two  years  with  Carl  Flesch  and  Max  Rostal  as  a 
fellowship  student  at  Berlin’s  Hochschule  fur  Musik 
and  later  studied  conducting  with  Pierre  Monteux  at  the 
Domain  School  in  Maine.  Mr.  Dickson  was  active  both 
as  conductor  and  violinist  before  joining  the  Boston 
Symphony  under  Serge  Koussevitzky  in  1938. 

Mr.  Dickson  is  the  distinguished  recipient  of  numer¬ 
ous  awards.  He  is  a  Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et 
des  Lettres  of  the  French  government,  and  in  1971  the 
National  Conference  of  the  Humanities  presented  him 
a  Certificate  of  Honor  recog¬ 
nizing  his  distinguished  con¬ 
tributions  to  the  humanities. 

He  holds  honorary  degrees 
from  Boston’s  Berklee  College 
of  Music,  from  Curry  College, 
and  from  North  Adams  State 
College  in  Massachusetts.  In 
September  of  1975 ,  the  city  of 


HISTORY  OF  THE  BOSTON  POPS 


With  his  appointment  as  the  nineteenth  conductor  of 
the  Boston  Pops,  John  Williams  has  inherited  an 
institution  inspired  by  the  man  who  founded  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra—  Henry  Lee  Higginson. 
In  1 8  8 1 ,  Mr.  Higginson  wrote  of  his  wish  to  present  in 
Boston  “as  many  serious  concerts  of  classical  music 
as  were  wanted,  and  also  to  give  at  other  times,  and 
more  especially  in  the  summer,  concerts  of  a  lighter 
kind  of  music.”  In  1885,  Higginson’s  wish  was 
realized  when  Adolf  Neuendorff  conducted  the  first 
of  the  “Music  Hall  Promenade  Concerts.  ”  From  the 
earliest  days  of  the  Promenade  Concerts,  the  audience 
was  entertained  with  both  music  and  refreshments — 
an  innovation  welcomed  by  Bostonians  as  an  ideal 
summer  night’s  activity.  The  concerts,  which  were 
eventually  given  in  the  spring  and  christened  “popular” 
and  later  “Pops,”  became  a  tradition.  They  continued 
to  be  given  at  the  Music  Hall  through  the  season  of 
1889,  after  which  that  structure  was  razed.  The 
concerts  of  1900  took  place  in  Mechanics  Hall,  and 
the  following  year  the  series  was  moved  to  Symphony 
Hall,  where  it  has  been  given  to  this  day. 

On  May  7,  1930 — seventeen  conductors  and 
several  million  concertgoers  later —  a  young  German- 
trained,  Boston-bom  musician  assumed  command  of 
the  Boston  Pops.  Arthur  Fiedler  had  joined  the 
Boston  Symphony  in  1915  as  a  20-yearold  violinist 
during  Karl  Muck’s  tenure  as  music  director.  He  had 
played  violin  and  viola  in  the  Pops  Orchestra  under  six 


of  its  conductors,  and  eventually  formed  the  Boston 
Sinfonietta,  a  chamber  orchestra  composed  of  members 
of  the  Boston  Symphony.  At  the  same  time,  he  led  a 
campaign  to  establish  a  series  of  free  outdoor  orchestral 
concerts,  and  in  1929  his  efforts  resulted  in  the 
launching  of  the  Esplanade  Concerts  on  the  east  bank 
of  the  Charles  River.  With  Mr.  Fiedler’s  appointment 
as  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  the  following  year, 
the  distinctive  character  of  the  Boston  Pops  was 
established,  with  its  sponsorship  of  American  music 
and  young  American  soloists,  and  its  rediscovery  of 
the  light  music  of  earlier  days,  as  well  as  the  commitment 
to  foster  popular  contemporary  compositions. 

With  Mr.  Fiedler’s  death  in  July  1979,  Harry  Ellis 
Dickson,  Associate  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops, 
led  the  orchestra  until  Mr.  Williams’  appointment  the 
following  J  anuary.  Other  distinguished  guest  conduc¬ 
tors  who  have  appeared  in  recent  years  include  Erich 
Kunzel,  John  Lanchbery,  Lionel  Newman,  John 
Covelli,  and  Mitch  Miller.  Since  he  became  Pops 
Conductor,  Mr.  Williams  has  broadened  the  Pops 
repertory,  maintained  the  popularity  of  the  orchestra’s 
award-winning  PB  S  television  series,  Evening  at  Pops, 
and  led  a  series  of  best-selling  recordings  under  an 
exclusive  contract  with  Philips  Records. 

In  addition  to  its  recordings  and  its  radio,  television, 
and  Symphony  Hall  appearances,  the  Boston  Pops 
Orchestra  tours  frequently  throughout  the  United  States.

The  1979  Boston  Pops  season  marked  the  50th  year  that  a 
unique  partnership —  Arthur  F iedler  and  the  Boston  Pops — 
brought  music  lovers  from  all  over  the  country  and  the 
world  to  Symphony  Hall.  Fiedler,  who  conducted  the  Pops 
for  a  longer  period  of  time  than  all  of  his  predecessors 
combined,  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  in  1915  under  Karl 
Muck.  He  was  not  only  a  violinist,  but  also  played  as 
orchestra  violist,  pianist,  organist,  and  percussionist.  In 
1924  he  formed  and  was  the  conductor  of  the  Boston 
Sinfonietta,  a  chamber  orchestra  made  up  ofB  SO  members. 
Five  years  later,  he  conducted  the  first  of  the  now-famous 
Esplanade  Concerts  on  the  Charles  River.  In  1954,  to 
celebrate  the  25th  anniversary  of  those  concerts,  the 
Arthur  F iedler  Foot  Bridge  was  dedicated  over  what  is  now 
Storrow  Drive.  Under  Fiedler’s  direction,  the  Boston  Pops 
was  recorded  more  than  any  other  orchestra  in  the  world. 

THE  POPS  CONDUCTORS 
A  history  of  the  Pops  shows  many  changes  in  their 
conductors,  two  or  three  often  dividing  a  season. 

Adolf  Neuendorff,  who  later  became  conductor  at  the 
Metropolitan  Opera,  conducted  the  first  “Pops”  concert 
on  July  11,  1885,  when  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
was  four  years  old.  The  first  concerts  were  called 
“Promenade  Concerts,”  after  the  old  London  concerts.

HISTORY  OF  SYMPHONY  HALE 


The  first  home  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  was  the 
old  Boston  Music  Hall,  which  stood  downtown  where  the 
Orpheum  Theatre  now  stands,  held  about  2,400  seats,  and 
was  threatened  in  1893  by  a  city  road-building/rapid  transit 
project  That  summer,  the  BSO’s  founder,  Major  Henry 
Lee  Higginson,  organized  a  corporation  to  finance  a  new 
and  permanent  home  for  the  orchestra,  and  on  15  October 
1900,  some  seven  years  and  $750,000  later,  the  new  hall 
was  opened.  The  inaugural  gala  concluded  with  a  perfor¬ 
mance  of  Beethoven’s  Missa  Solemnis  under  the  direction 
of  then  music  director  Wilhelm  Gericke. 

At  Higginson’ s  insistence,  the  architects  —  McKim, 
Meade  &  White  ofNew  York  —  engaged  Wallace  Clement 
Sabine,  ayoungassistantprofessorofphysics  at  Harvard,  as 
their  acoustical  consultant,  and  Symphony  Hall  became  the 
first  auditorium  designed  in  accordance  with  scientifically- 
derived  acoustical  principles.  It  is  widely  regarded  as  one  of 
the  two  or  three  finest  concert  halls  in  the  world:  Bruno 
Walter  called  it“  the  most  noble  of  American  concert  halls,  ” 
andHerbert  von  Karajan,  comparing  it  to  Vienna’s  renowned 
Grosser  Musikvereinsaal,  noted  that  “  for  much  music,  it  is 
even  better . . .  because  of  its  slightly  lower  reverberation 
time.” 

Symphony  Hall  is  61  feet  high,  75  feet  wide,  and  124  feet 
long  from  the  lower  back  wall  to  the  front  of  the  stage.  The 
walls  of  the  stage  slope  inward  to  help  focus  the  sound.  The 
side  balconies  are  shallow  so  as  not  to  trap  any  of  the  sound, 
and  though  the  rear  balconies  are  deeper,  sound  is  properly 
reflected  from  the  back  walls.  The  recesses  of  the  coffered 
ceiling  help  distribute  the  sound  throughoutthe  hall,  as  do  the 
statue-filled  niches  along  three  sides.  The  auditorium  itself  is 
centered  within  the  building,  with  corridors  and  offices 


Two  radio  booths  used  for  the  taping  and  broadcasting  of 
concerts  overlook  the  stage.  For  recording  sessions,  equip¬ 
ment  is  installed  in  an  area  of  the  basement  The  hall  was 
completely  air-conditioned  during  the  summer  of  1973,  and 
in  1975  a  six-passenger  elevator  was  installed  in  the 
Massachusetts  Avenue  stairwell. 

A  couple  of  interesting  points  for  observant  concertgoers: 
Beethoven  is  the  only  composer  whose  name  was  inscribed 
on  one  of  the  plaques  which  trim  the  stage  and  balconies  of 
the  hall;  the  other  plaques  were  left  empty  since  it  was  felt 
that  only  Beethoven’s  popularity  would  remain  unchanged. 
Andtheinitials“BMH”  —  for“ Boston  Music  Hall,”  as  the 
building  was  to  have  been  called  —  appear  on  the  stairwell 
banisters  at  the  Huntington  Avenue  side,  originally  planned 
as  the  main  entrance.  But  the  old  Boston  Music  Hall  was 
gutted  only  after  the  new  building  —  Symphony  Hall  — 
was  opened. 


insulating  it  from  outside  street  noise.  The  leather  seats  are'"*' 
the  ones  installed  for  the  hall’s  opening  in  1900,  and,  with  the 
exception  of the  wooden  floors,  the  hall  is  built  ofbrick,  steel, 
and  plaster,  with  only  a  moderate  amount  of  decoration. 
Symphony  Hall  seats  2,625  people  duringthe  winter  season 
and  2,371  during  the  Pops  season,  when  the  banks  of 
orchestra  seats  are  replaced  by  tables  and  chairs. 

The  Symphony  Hall  organ,  an  Aeolian- Skinner  designed 
by  G.  Donald  Harrison  and  installed  in  1949,  is  considered 
one  of  the  finest  concert  hall  organs  in  the  world  The 
console  was  autographed  by  Albert  Schweitzer,  who  ex¬ 
pressed  his  best  wishes  for  the  organ’s  tone.  There  are  more 
than 4,800  pipes,  ranging  in  size  from  32  feet  to  less  than  six 
inches  and  located  behind  the  false  organ  pipe  facade  which 
is  visible  to  the  audience.

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PROGRAM  NOTES 


PROMENADE  OVERTURE 

John  Corigliano  (b.  1938) 

It  is  customary  to  celebrate  major  anniversaries  at  the 
Boston  Symphony  by  commissioning  new  compositions 
from  important  composers.  For  the  orchestra’s  centennial, 
in  1981,  twelve  new  works  were  commissioned.  And  as 
a  new  feature  this  time,  some  of  them  were  specifically 
commissioned  for  the  component  parts  of  the  Boston 
Symphony.  John  Corigliano’ s  Promenade  Overture 
resulted  from  the  commission  for  the  Boston  Pops;  it 
was  first  performed  in  the  Pops  season  of  1981 . 
Corigliano  designed  his  piece  as  a  concert-opener 
and  found  inspiration,  after  a  fashion,  in  Haydn’s 
“Farewell”  Symphony. 

From  THE  PLANETS,  Opus  32 

Gustav  Holst  (1874-1934) 

Astrology,  and  the  casting  of  horoscopes  for  his  friends, 
was  a  “pet  vice”  of  Gustav  Holst.  His  orchestral  suite 
The  Planets,  composed  between  1914  and  1916,  was 
inspired  by  the  “astrological  significance  of  the  planets” 
and  not  necessarily  by  the  classical  deities  after  whom 
they  are  named.  Holst  insisted  that  there  was  no 
program  music  in  them,  no  tale  to  tell.  The  subtitle 
of  each  section  is  intended  to  provide  a  key  to  the  mood 
of  each. 

LITTLE  FUGUE  IN  G  MINOR 

Johann  Sebastian  Bach  (1685-1750), 
arr.  Lucien  Cailliet(b.  1891) 

Bach’s  music  has  always  displayed  such  wonderful 
architectural  strength  that  musicians  have  enjoyed 
arranging  it  for  every  possible  combination  of  instruments 
from  the  jazzed-up  vocalisms  of  the  Swingle  Singers  to 
full  symphonic  orchestral  treatment.  The  little  G-minor 
fugue  (BWV  542),  probably  composed  about  1720,  has 
long  been  among  the  most  popular  of  Bach’s  fugues.  The 
arrangement  is  by  Lucien  Caillet,  a  brilliant  orchestral 
arranger  bom  in  France  but  active  in  the  United  States, 
where  he  composed  many  scores  for  Hollywood  films  as 
well  as  variations  on  “Pop!  Goes  the  Weasel.” 


TOY  SYMPHONY 

Leopold  Mozart  (1719-1787) 

The  so-called  “Toy  Symphony”  is  not  really  a  full-scale 
symphony  at  all,  but  rather  a  divertimento,  intended,  as 
this  designation  indicates,  to  give  pleasure,  to  be  witty 
and  diverting.  The  work  is  really  something  of  a 
mystery.  It  was  published  in  the  18th  century  as  a 
composition  by  Haydn,  but  that  is  no  guarantee  that 
Haydn  wrote  it,  since  publishers  knew  that  his  name 
alone  was  enough  to  sell  a  piece.  There  are  several, 
slightly  different,  manuscript  versions,  each  connected  to 
a  different  composer!  The  work  has  been  attributed  to 
the  completely  forgotten  Austrian  monk  Edmund 
Angerer  as  well  as  to  some  better-connected  names: 
Michael  Haydn  (the  brother  of  Franz),  and  Leopold 
Mozart  (the  father  of  Wolfgang),  who  today  is  most 
frequently  regarded  as  the  responsible  party.  But  it  really 
hardly  matters  who  wrote  this  little  piece  of  musical 
foolery  —  the  main  point  is  the  fun  to  be  obtained  from 
the  use  of  children’s  toy  instruments  and  noisemakers  in 
this  charming  score. 

“FAREWELL”  SYMPHONY 

Franz  Joseph  Haydn  (1732-1809) 

During  the  many  years  he  spent  as  music  director  of  the 
music-loving  Eszterhazy  princes,  Haydn  occasionally 
had  to  act  as  negotiator  between  Management  (the 
prince)  and  Labor  (the  orchestra).  This  usually  took  the 
form  of  a  quiet  word  to  the  prince  to  explain  and  work 
out  a  problem.  But  in  one  instance,  Haydn’s  petition  was 
entirely  musical  and  delightfully  original.  The  prince 
loved  to  stay  for  months  on  end  at  his  estate  at 
Eszterhaza,  near  the  present-day  Hungarian  border,  the 
richness  of  which  rivalled  Versailles.  But  Eszterhaza  was 
a  long  way  from  the  capital  in  Vienna,  and  his 
musicians  —  who  had  to  come  with  him  —  missed  their 
wives  and  families.  In  1772,  when  it  seemed  as  if  the 
prince  would  never  return  to  Vienna,  the  orchestra 
appealed  to  Haydn  for  help.  His  response  was  to 
compose  a  symphony  that  would  suggest  how  eager  the 
men  were  to  leave.  The  music  was  written  in  such  a  way 
that,  as  the  last  movement  began  to  wind  down,  each 
player,  one  by  one,  would  come  to  the  end  of  his  part, 
snuff  out  the  candle  on  his  music  stand,  and  get  up  and 
leave  the  hall.  At  the  very  end  of  the  symphony  only  two 
players  were  left.  To  his  credit,  the  prince  understood 
Haydn’s  point  at  once  and  ordered  the  long-awaited 
return! 


PROGRAM  NOTES 


WHEN  THE  SAINTS 
GO  MARCHING  IN 


“HEY,  LOOK  ME  OVER” 
from  WILDCAT 
Cy  Coleman  (b.  1929) 

The  1960  show  Wildcat ,  the  first  Broadway  vehicle  for 
Lucille  Ball,  was  also  Cy  Coleman’s  first  musical.  (He 
has  since  followed  it  up  with  Little  Me,  Sweet  Charity, 
Seesaw,  I  Love  My  Wife,  On  the  20th  Century,  and 
Bamum.)  In  Wildcat,  everybody’s  favorite  zany 
redhead  plays  it  fast  and  loose  in  a  1912  Texas  oil-boom 
town  while  trying  every  ploy  she  can  to  sink  a  successful 
oil  well  (without  capital)  and  latch  on  to  the  foreman  that 
she  has  selected  for  her  husband.  The  big  hit  during  the 
run  of  the  show  was  a  lively  hoe-down  called  “What 
takes  my  fancy,”  but  over  the  years  the  bouncy  march 
“Hey,  look  me  over,”  the  heroine’s  confident  self- 
advertisement,  has  become  ever  more  popular,  so  that 
by  now  it  certainly  qualifies  as  a  standard. 

A  TRIBUTE 
to  DUKE  ELLINGTON 

arr.  Ralph  Bums  (b.  1922) 

Edward  Kennedy  (Duke)  Ellington  (1899-1974)  is  the 
classical  composer  of  jazz,  the  man  who  created  one 
masterpiece  of  jazz  composition  after  another —  at  the 
rate  of  about  one  a  week  during  his  best  period.  Most  of 
his  work  was  designed  to  be  purely  instrumental,  but 
melodies  from  these  scores  were  often  published  with 
lyrics  and  took  on  a  new  life  as  popular  songs.  Ralph 
Bums  has  arranged  a  medley  of  four  of  Ellington’s  best- 
known  and  most  characteristic  tunes:  “Sophisticated 
Lady,”  “Take  the  A  Train,”  “Mood  Indigo,”  and  “It 
don’t  mean  a  thing  (if  it  ain’t  got  that  swing).” 


arr.  Billy  May 

This  is  one  of  the  best-known  of  all  spirituals,  and  the 
one  that  has  the  most  evident  connection  with  that 
particularly  American  music  known  as  jazz.  The  song 
certainly  grew  up  in  an  oral  tradition  and  only  reached 
print  in  1896.  It  is  likely  that  it  originated  in  the 
Bahamas,  but  by  now  it  immediately  conjures  up  visions 
of  New  Orleans.  There  is  a  persistent,  though 
unconfirmed,  story  that  “When  the  saints  go  marchin’ 
in”  used  to  be  played  twice  by  black  bands  at  funerals  in 
New  Orleans  around  1900  —  slowly  on  the  way  to  the 
cemetery,  more  quickly  on  the  way  back.  The 
improvisatory  free-for-all  featured  by  these  bands  once 
the  tune  really  got  going  is  the  basic  element  of  New 
Orleans  jazz.
